Moreoyer if at his rifing, it ſeem greater in the 
Eaſt, then uſually ir doth appear, it ſhews there are Va- 
ours that will prodnce rain, If at the riſing of the Sun, 
Fi beams ſeem red,or long,or incompaſſed with red clouds, 
3t foreſhews winds and rain, If the Sun after his riſing 
be quickly hid behind 2 black cloud, or if Vapours are 
ſeen'to aſcend np to it, it' is a fign of rainthat day. If 
the Sun drive the clouds before him into the Weſt, or 
look Bright it betokeneth fair weather, Tf at his riſing
